It is said that all of us have 
a little of the ancient Greeks in us. 
But today’s industrial man has a 
part of the machine and of organi- 
zation in him. The new depart- 
ment stores of Germany look very 
much like those of America. 


To one strolling on a September 
day in Bonn, the windows of EDKA 
looked inviting. They offered 
well-designed suits, dresses, shoes, 
overcoats. Inside there were es- 
calators and attractively arranged 
displays of bargains. 


Two doors up was a _ super- 
market. The old-fashioned shop, 
run by a man, his wife and per- 
haps a son or daughter, is today 
losing out. They are no longer ‘‘a 
competitive economic unit.”’ 


The supermarket was brilliantly 
lit. There were displays of cheese 
from all over the world, packaged 
in plastic. There were tomatoes 
from Holland. There were grapes 
and fruits from four countries. 
There were flowers from London. 
There were wines from a dozen 


nations. But, German goods, 
canned, processed, and fresh, 
dominated. 


Attractive Prices 


The prices were attractive. 
The labels were bright and ap- 
pealing. The whole store had the 
American look—clean, neat, well 
lighted, and convenient, 


This customer, a grape and 
cheese fancier, got into line with 
his basket. He was stunned, as 
he paid, to be handed trading 
stamps. There was not«time to 
inquire. He could only bow and 
offer them to a fat lady immedi- 
ately behind him, saying, “Bitte 
Schon.”” And she took them with 
a smile and gracious ‘Danke 
Schon.’’ Then and there she took 
eut her book and pasted them in. 


All this does not please the 
intellectual German. He is more 
and more given to wondering 
about what has become of values. 
He describes life as a “refrigera- 
tor, washing machine, television”’ 
civilization and says that it causes 
man to look always outward and 
never inward. The result is, he 
says, a hollow man who whines 
and is discontented when his bed 
is not as soft as the ad says it 
would be. 


It is exactly what one hears in 
America. Everyone wants the 
comforts of a consumer society, 
but many fret because desire for 
it seems to dissipate political 
and moral values to the point 
that the down-payment citizen, 
stuffing his home with comforts, 
doesn’t care who rules him just 
2 long as the comforts are

CHICAGO (UPI)—A. Northwest

Top Federal aviation officials 
who flew to the crash scene from 
Washington said preliminary -in- 
vestigation offered no explanation 
of why the 4engine jet - prop 
crashed. It was the Chicago area’s 
second major air disaster in 17 
days and the world’s fourth fatal 
crackup of a passenger airliner 
this month. 


POWER FAILURE? 


There was speculation that 
power failed on the half-filled air- 
liner as it took off for Florida, 
then turned sideways in the air, 
smashed, and flipped over on the 
airport’s edge in a burst.of steel- 
shredding explosions.which spewed 
the wreckage and victims over 
a quarter-mile area. 


Aviation experts in Washington 
said a multiple engine failure on 
an Electra was a one-in-a-million 
chance. The aviation experts also 
noted that the Electra, apparently 
crippled almost instantly after 
| takeott, failed to go into the 
soaring climb typical of the fleet 
prop-jets. 

PERFECT CONDITION 

The only clue was a garbled

The Weather Bureau’s latest 
report said that, “Esther:is ex- 
pected to continue toward the 
west-northwest at about the same 
rate of movement — 12 miles per 
hour — during the next 12 hours, 
probably acquiring a tendency to- 
ward more northwesterly move- 
ment.”’

Heavy swells from the hurri- 
cane were reported moving into 
the eastern Bahamas.

Will Destroy Stray Planes, 
Russians Tell West Germany

MOSCOW—The Soviet Union de- 
clared Sunday that it would de 
stroy any West German warplanes 
that strayed over East Germany 
and refused to comply with Com- 
munist orders to land. 

The warning was contained in 
parallel notes to the United States, 
Britain, France and West Ger- 
many that were delivered to their 
respective embassies here. 


The notes protested against the 
landing of two F87 jet fighters of 
the West German Air Force at 
Tegal Airport, a French installa- 
tion in West Berlin, after they 
had crossed East Germany. The 
pilots said they had lost their 
way in bad weather. 


West Berlin hand over ‘“‘tem- 
porarily” the pilots for an in- 
vestigation. 

Under the four-power agree- 
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ments, West German aircraft are 
banned from flying over East 
German territory or landing at 
Berlin. 


The Soviet notes charged that 
West German leaders had delib- 
erately staged the air incident to 
block agreement between the 
Soviet Union and the Allied pow- 
ers on “ripe international prob- 
lems.”’ The notes added: 


“France, the United States and 
Britain, while rearming the Fed- 
eral German Republic, often brag 
that they have the situation under 
full control. Living in a world of 
such illusions, the Western pow- 
ers may one day against their 
will find themselves involved in a 
devastating war.” 


Moscow published the notes 
about seven hours after they were 
delivered and at a moment when 
world attention was directed at 
the election in West Germany. 
Normally, Moscow allows at least 
24 hours to elapse before publica- 
tion of its notes. 


The communication to the 
United States said: 


“‘Lodging the most resolute pro-

Western experts, studying the 
text of the Soviet notes, found 
ambiguities that made it doubt- 
ful that Moscow’s warning was 
meant to apply to Allied military 
aircraft that strayed out of the 
three air corridors linking West 
Berlin to West Germany. 

While not explicit, the texts 
suggested that the reference was

The Soviet notes contended that 
the West German fighters in 
reaching Tegal had flown for 
more than 93 miles in the Berlin- 


Allied officials after the West 


German planes had landed stated 
that they had not flown in the 
air corridors. 

It was feared at that time that 
the Soviet Union would exploit 
the incident to challenge anew 
Western claims to the right of 
unrestricted air access to West 
Berlin. The West German gov- 
ernment has expressed to the Al- 
lied powers and the Soviet Union 
its regret over the incident, which 
it attributed to ‘‘a mechanical 
failure.” 


Charging the Western powers 
with violating the four-power air 
agreement, the Soviet notes said: 
“They are ready to place at the 
disposal of militarists and re- 
vanchists the air lanes and air- 
ports in West Berlin.” 


Moscow rejected the Western 
explanation that the pilots had 
lost their way as ‘“‘an attempt to 
deceive public opinion.”

President John F. Kennedy will 
decide by late Monday whether 
to go before the United Nations 
in person with a new plea for 
disarmament, the White House re- 
ported Sunday.

ington, Kennedy conferred by 
telephone Saturday with Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk. When 
the General Assembly convenes, 
Rusk will meet with Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko to 
determine the extent to which 
Russia is willing to negotiate her 
differences with the United States 
over Berlin. 


As far as the President’s ap- 
pearance before the General As- 
sembly was concerned, there 
seemed little doubt that the Amer- 
ican government quietly had asked 
the U. N. to reserve some time 
for a_ possible Kennedy speech 
this week.

GM, Union Set — 
Wednesday Goal

DETROIT (UPI)—General Mo- 
tors and the United Auto Workers 
Union, optimistic that a paralyz- 
ing i can be ended by 
Wednesday, worked Sunday night 
to reach new settlements of plant- 
level disputes which triggered the 
walkouts nearly a week ago.

‘| Seaton said, “We're over the 


hill,””’ with agreements reached 
at 75 or the 130 plants represented 
by the UAW. Not all of the plants 
reopened, however, and there still 
were 238,000 workers idled at 
nearly 90 plants. 


Secretary of Labor Arthur Gold- 
berg, appearing on a television 
program seen in the East, pre- 
dicted the strike would be set- 
tled very soon. To this, Seaton 
replied, “I think he’s right.’ 


GROUNDWORK LAID 


But Seaton, meeting with UAW 
President Walter P. Reuther, said 
there were nearly a score of key 
plants where settlements had not 
been reached and added, “‘We’ve 
also got a few problems left on 
the national level.” 


The groundwork, however, clear- 
ly had been laid for a full back- 
to-work movement by local un- 
ions. It was unlikely, though, that 
the world’s largest auto maker 
would be able to return to any- 
thing like normal production be- 
fore another week. 


Late Saturday night, the UAW 
top command moved to prod the 
holdout locals into quick settle- 
ment of their problems by calling 
a special meeting of the UAW’s 
National GM Council for next 
Wednesday. 


RATIFICATION SEEN 


At that meeting, the council 
was expected to ratify a new GM 
contract covering both national 
and local issues. The Wednesday 
meeting serves to build a fire un- 
der the union negotiators at plants 
still struck because of local prob- 
lems. Ratification of the contract 
by the national GM council would 
wash out all unresolved local 


problems. The council would or- 
der all workers at all plants back | 
to work. | 


Seaton said Sunday that the | 


council meeting for ratification 
should have been called 10 days 
earlier, and that the strikes have 
been unnecessary. “Then 10-day 
period is a needless strike and | 
has cost workers $240 ect 
Seaton said.

can’t guarantee it.’’

By resuming nuclear weapon tests, the Soviet Union has broken 
promises it repeatedly made to the world, the west and the Soviet 
people themselves. The promises both preceded and followed the 
start of the moratorium on testing that began in late 1958. 


No squirming now can change 
the meaning of such pledges as 
these: 

“The Soviet government stands 
firmly for the complete and un- 
conditional cessation of atomic 
and nuclear weapons tests.”

‘The council of ministers of the 
U.S.S.R. has resolved not to re- 
sume nuclear tests in the U.S.S.R.

PUERTO RICO—Across the Mona Passage, a frisky road of water which 
cuts between Puerto Rico and the Dominican Republic, the Trujillo Family and . 
their friends are coming toward the end of 31 years of running a country 


as if it were their own commissary. Moreover, the family intends to make it 32 years, and so 
on and on, although it appears necessary for them to slip into a democratic costume and learn some 
of the idioms of democracy in order to converse with visiting delegations. 


There is a myth being floated 
by the Trujillo Family that the 
country is in the process of 
‘“‘democratization.”’ 

They are even going to have 
an election next May, and peo- 
ple who do not like the Trujillo 
interpretation of self - govern- 
ment are going to be permitted 
to make orations. Things will be 
very free. And if you believe 
this, you are also capable of 
believing that a man-grove 
snapper can whistle “The Bat- 
tle Hymn of the Republic.”

The democratic costume the 
Trujillos are wearing is_ not 
very authenic. 

The fears ahead by people 
who study the Dominican Re- 
public at close hand are that 
a revolution, or many revolu- 
tions, are going to be born in 
this militant climate. One of 
two elements will emerge run- 
ning the country. The Trujillo 
Family or a Castro-type crowd. 

The only alternative, these 
people say, is for the United 
States to support the truly dem-

When three Negro freshmen begin orientation at 
Georgia Tech Monday morning, there will be no news- 
men on campus and no student-press interviews by or-

The three students—all Atlanta 
high school graduates—were en- 
rolled in the college by the usual 
process of application as Tech of- 
ficials voluntarily went about de- 
segregating the campus. Officials 
said they expect no trouble. 


The Negroes seek engineering 
degrees. They applied for en- 
trance early and _ successfully 
passed testing and interviews 
usually required for admittance. 


PLANS CHANGED 

Meanwhile, Tech officials made 
careful preparations. But in an 
about-face move this weekend 
some of the preparations were 


| altered considerably. 


Originally newsmen were to be 
allowed on the campus if accom- 
panied by Tech administration 
representatives. They were also 
to be allowed to interview stu- 
dents and faculty at the press 
center but agreed to a regulation 
barring them from the classroom 
buildings. 


But Friday a new set of regu- 
lations was released. Newsmen 
are to be banned from the campus 
and may not hold interviews with 
students or faculty at the press 
center in the YMCA across North 
Avenue from the campus.

PARIS (UPI) — One Moslem 
was killed, three wounded and 
three passersby injured Saturday 
night during a running battle be- 
tween police and terrorists, police 
said Sunday. 


Police said the terrorists threw 
a grenade to cover their flight 
after they had fired on a police 
patrol. The grenade blew up an 
automobile, set another afire and 
sent three persons sitting in a 
nearby cafe to the hospital with 
burns and shock.

Africans. It caused slight damage.

LONDON (UPI) — Philosopher 
Lord Bertrand Russell's 
nuclear followers defied the 
weather and 4,000 police Sunday 
to stage a massive sit-down pro- 
test in and around Trafalgar 
Square. 


Police said that 540 persons, 
many of them teen-agers, had 
been carter away from the 
square and arrested. 


But 5% hours after the demon- 
strators began their sit-down, a 
die-hard corps of 300 squatters 
still remained seated in near-total 
darkness. Police were gradually 
carrying them away. 


The demonstration was held as 
the 2ist anniversary parade of 
the Battle of Britain ended. One 
man was arrested twice, the sec- 
ond time when he returned to 
the square after being bailed out 
from the Bow Street station. 


Police reported several persons 
were injured slightly. 


Russell received news of the 
demonstration in his London 
prison cell, where he is serving a 
7-day sentence for inciting a 
breach of the peace in connection 
with the planning of the demon- 
stration. 


Spellman Hits 
Tax Angle of 
School Aid Bill 


NEW YORK (#—Francis Cardi- 
nal Spellman complained Sunday 
that a congressional restriction of 
school aid to public institutions 
would amount to “‘triple taxation”’ 
for parents of those attending pa- 
rochial schools. 


‘“‘We do not mind the double tax- 
ation we have voluntarily under- 
taken to provide schools for our 
children,” the cardinal said at the 
dedication of a new parochial 
school in The Bronx. 


“But we do object to triple tax- 
ation, because, in time, they could 
eliminate us entirely,”’ he added.

Only mechanical 
failute or an accident seemingly could keep the Banjo from strum- 
ming his first victory of the year.

ENTERTAINS AT HOME 


In addition to her fashion 
work, she likes to entertain at 
home for small groups of 
friends from all parts of the 
world. Her home is an apart- 
ment overlooking the Borghese 
Gardens and it is here she 
plans menus of Russian foods 
and drinks for her guests. 


“There are no restaurants 
where you can get good Rus- 
sian food and I feel that my 
guests should be introduced to 
it from an authentic source,” 
smiled the Princess. She pointed 
out that cooking is one of her 
hobbies. 


At her summer villa in Capri, 
she enjoys sailing and swim- 
ming as well as water skiing. 
Among her interests is the col- 
lection of Russian silver and 
bronze and coral objects of 
16th century Sicilian origin. 


Travel, too, is another past- 
time that she said has suffered 
with being a career woman. 


‘Travel is much more broad- 
ening and more of an educa- 
tional function as you can de- 
velop your own personal in- 
terpretations of what you see 
and put these things to use in 
your own life,”’ she said. | 


The Princess was educated 
in Italy and England and 
speaks Italian, English, French, 
Russian, and Portugese. 


Her busy life is an outgrowth 
of her philosophy: always be in- 
terested in something and never 
seen bored. Boredom kills 
ife.

Reecord Reviews 


Andy Griffith 


THE ANDY GRIFFITH SHOW: 
Andy Griffith with Orchestra 
Conducted by Earle Hagan. 
Capitol. 


Here’s a collection of songs, 
musical themes and monologues 


roughly associated with Caro- 
lina-born ‘“‘Sheriff’’ Griffith’s 
TV show about the mythical 
Southern town of Mayberry 
where almost everybody gets 
along with almost everybody 
else, and the word “‘integra- 
tion’”’ hasn’t once been men- 
tioned. 


The music is pretty good but 
it will mean a lot more to you 
if you’re a regular fan of the 
show. Andy does sing four folk 
songs with a group called Ro- 
land White and the Country 
Boys and you'll like these, espe- 
cially one about “The Flop- 
Eared Mule,” even if you've 
never seen Andy’s show. 


The best thing on the record 
is Andy’s dry, Cracker-style 
version of the story of “Jack, 
the Giant Killer,”” some eight 
minutes and 24 seconds of 
chucklés-about a king who was 
so rich that ‘‘he had rings for 
ev'ry finger and two crowns— 
one for ev’ry day an’ one for 
Sunday,” about a pesky big 
ol’ giant and his 60-foot pet 
dragon, the king’s beautiful 
daughter ‘“‘with the clear skin” 
and a boy named Jack who'd 
been stuck on the princess ever 
since he’d been in her class in 
Sunday School. For my money, 
I'd have liked more of Sheriff 
Griffith and fewer musical 
numbers on this record.—GRG. 


WEST SIDE STORY: Stan 
Kenton and His Orchestra. 
Capitol. 


Kenton’s particular brand of 
big band jazz puts new life into 
these 10 tunes from Leonard 
Bernstein’s Broadway stage and 
Hollywood film hit. This is jazz 
for people who like music— 
which means that Kenton never 
lets his band stray too far out, 
never once losing track of the 
original melodies. The familiar 
“Tonight”’ is a case in pgjnt,

afar. Both are clear, soothing 
voices, but it seems they are 
in competition with the exotic 
musical accompaniment, and 
there is not a clear distinction 
where the vocals end and the 
music begins. However, it is 
a representative bit of Arabic 
music, one worthy of an _ in- 
ternational collection.—AMT.
